MASSACRES 


Annihilation by Nazi 
Order 


A Polisa soidier, pressed into service in the Ger- 
man army and now captured by the Russians, has 
given a detailed account of ithe mass executions of 
the Jews in Poland ; 

[he statement reads : 

* As a translator, I worked in the German Com- 
mandant’s office in Chelm. Everything that I am 
telling you is true. | was an eye-witness of many 
of these atrocities. In July, 1942. on the orders of 
the German authorities, wholesale torture was 
carrred out agaist the Jewish population of Cheim 
In three days, 5,000 Jews, among them women, old 
men, and children, were arrested... The Jews were 
surrounded by $.5. mén and driven to a concentra- 
tion camp thirty miles outside Chelm. in Cheim 
itself, several hundred Jews were shot. From the 
windows of 4 train travelling between Chelm and 
Lublin I saw bodies of hundreds’ of murdered men, 
women, and children lying in the roads. Very few 
out of the entire population of 5,000 remaimed alrve 

‘A second whotesale massacre of ‘Jews was 
carried out in August, when about 6,000 Jews were 
arrested, They were ail put on trams and sent to a 
camp in the town of Sobibor. A Russian | knew 
told me that the Jews were all taken to barracks in 
Sobibor, Several days iater when he came to 
Sobibor, there was not a single Jew left in the camp. 
He was told that the Germans had tested their gas 
bombs on these Jews. At the end of October, the 
Nazis carried out a final wholesale murder of the 
Jews in Cheim and its environs. The order for ther 
massacre was given by General Frank, the Navi 
Governor of Poland, and it said that all Jews must 
be exterminated. men raided all house¢ and 
searched the attics and the cellars. All Jews found 

ere shot on the spot. Many Poles were also shot 
Rooaune they were found to be hiding Jews.” 


58,000 Wiped Out 


The story of how the Nazis wiped out 58,000 Jews 
in Kolomea, Galicia, setting the ghetto on fire and 
torturing the President of the Jewish community to 


a point where he committed suicide m the presence 


of Gestapo officials, has been told to the Jewish 
organisations in a neutral country by an cye-witness 
of the tagedy (reports the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency). 

The Nazis:begaa by taking 3,400 Jewish men and 
women to the neighbouring torest of Szczeparowiec 
and machine-gunning them. Then they shot 500 
Jews from the Mokra quarter of the city on the 
pretext that a Jewish family had given shelter to an 
anti-Nazi agitator, 

“ After that Jews were executed as hostagés 
practically every day. By September, 1942, only 
8,000 Jews were left in the ghetto. The other 50,000 
had been massacred on various pretexts, and most 
of them without any pretext at all.” 

On September 7, 1942, the Nazis assembled all 
the 8,000 Jews at one place. After permitting 1,700 
of them to return to their homes, they ordered the 
remainder to undress and hand their clothes to 
Gestapo guards. They were then herded into trucks. 
naked, and taken to-the city of Rawa Russka, where 
they were all burned alive. } 

“ Meanwhile, the Nazis continued to drive into 
the Kolomea ghetto hundreds of Jews from neigh- 
bouring townships. When the population in the 

ito again reached 6,000, the Nazis rounded up 
,700 of them fon October 4) and transported them 


in trucks to Rawa Russka, where they Were also 


burned alive.” 
Community President's Suici 


Many of the Jews from the near-by towns, realising 
that the Kolomea ghetto was only an assembly 


centre from which they were to be led to their 


death, tried to hide. In order to unearth these Jews 
the chief of the local Gestapo on November 5 sum- 
moned the President of the Kolomea Jewish Council, 
Dr. Horowitz, and using torture attempted to secure 
information from him. To “ prove” that he was 
determined to locate the Jewish fugitives. the 
Gestapo chief shot 150 Jews in front of Dr Horo- 
wiiz, Unable to stand the torture any longer Dr. 
Horowitz committed suicide in the Gestapo office. 

The Gestapo chief arrested more Jews in the 
ghetto that day and executed them in the Szczeparo- 
wiec woods. few hundred Jews, 
remained in ghetto hiding places. In order to make 
certain that not a single one of them would remain 


alive, the chief of the Gestapo ordered the ghetto 


to be burnt down to the ground, thus finishing the 
process of making Kolomea completely 
judenrein,”” .

EUROPEAN RESCUE 
CONFERENCE 


Meeting Called by 
Deputies 


A conference, summoned by the Jou fForemn 
Committee of the Board of Deputies, who mvited 
representatives of Jewish organisations to conser 
what steps can be taken to Oring abou speedy and 
eflective measures of rescue for the Jews still alive 
in Nazi-occupied countries, was held on Sunday at 
Woburn House under the chairmanship of Pro- 
fessor S. Brodetsky. President of the Board. 

The Chief Rabbi, who was unable to attend be- 
cause of indisposition, wrote in his message, * The 
conference should voice the dismay and bewitlder- 
ment of all good men that the agony of European 
Jewry, doomed jo fantime and massacre, has not 
yet called forth practical measures of rescue; also 
that nothing has so far succeeded in overcoming 
the inertia of those who alone have the power to 
gave. May Passover bring salvation to all our 
troubled brethren.” 

Professor Brodetsky said the conference had been 
called by the Board of Deputies through the Joint 
Foreign Committee m order to give a5 many 
organisations as possible the opportunity o! ais 
cussing the problem of the tragic situation of the 
Jews in Europe. 

He did not think that any of them, even those 
who would ‘like to use the -calmest possibic 
language, Would deny a sense of very deep disap 
pointment at the fact that, in spite of all that had 
happened in the last few months. in spite oF the 
Declaration made in both Houses of Parhament 
and the action taken by the House of Commons at 
the end of that Declaration, and the various steps 
that Bead since then been taken by various repre- 
sentatives of British opimion, nevertheless ‘so 
extremely little had yet been done by those who 
carried the responsibility and had the power to do 
these things : |

“ While I was in Washington, | had an opportunit 
of discussing this question with Mr. Cordell Hull, 
and it was decided that the Conference should take 
place at an carly date and as soon as the deicgates 
could be assembled The names of the British and 
American delegates will be announced as soon as 
practicable, in agreenient with the United States 
Government. The discussions, for which an agenda 
has been agreed will be exploratory in character 
but will naturally include any measures for relief 
of refugecs in addition to those already. in operation, 
which may appea: immediately practicable to the 
Governments.” He subsequently added: “ That is 
to say. they can decide on immediate steps so far as 
they concern the two Governments... Of course, so 
far as they refer to other Governments, they will 
have to be referred back to them.” 


LORD CREWE’S COMMITTEE 


After Mr. Eden's statement, a largely attended 
meeting was held ia a Committee Room upstairs of 
the newly formed National Committee for Refugecs 
from Nazi terror 

The meeting lasted nearly two hours, and ai the 
end it was stated that they had drawn up a 12-pomt 
programme of measures -of inpmediate rescue which 
would be made public shortly This was the second 
mecting of the Committee. Its Chairman is the 
Marquess of Crewe Colonel Victor Cazalct. M

MLP.s AND BLOCK VISAS 
Government Cannot Change Policy 
Before Bermuda Conference 


Clase questions were put to the Home Secretary 
last week after his statement on block visas to 
Cdr. Locker-Lampson, who had asked whether 
the possibility of instituting such a system for 
refugees had been considered by the Government 
and would be tried sooner than iose any chance of 
saving persecuted Jews 

Mr Morrison seid: A system of block visas 
would not be of any assistance in helping refurecs 
to escape from enemy or enemy occupied territory. 
As regards refugees who have already escaped to 
neutral territory. the difficulties are not dune to the 
admimistrative arrangements to: granting visas and 
would not be removed by an alteration of those 
arrangecments. The question whether some repre- 
sentative should be authorised to distribute blocks 
of visas among applicants would only arise Wf it 
were first decided that there should be a policy of 
wholesale admissions to.this country during the war 
of fresh classes of alien refugees. 

Rathbone: Does the Home Secretary 
serious'y maintain that if neutral countries know 
that blocks of visas are available for refugees to 
enter this country from enemy-occupied countries, 
that will not encourage them to admit more 
refueces?

Mr. Silverman’ Are we to infer that in spite of 
the Declaration of December 17 it is not his inten- 
tion to admit anv kind of refugee to this country 
who was not admissible under the reeulations of 
his Denartment as they existed before that date?

When William Frederick Craven, 28, o> 
formerly of Liverpool, was sentenced at the 
Baricy thes week to penal servitude for life for dor 
an ect with intent to assist the enemy, it was rcveak 
that, apart from having once been a member of the 
Briteh Union of Fascists, he joined the British 
National Party last year. 

Whenearrested he was in possession of a docu- 
ment relating to the foundation of the B.N.P. He 
alw hed a notebook containing copies of letters 
which had been written to the Swedish Nazi Parfy, 
os well as Nazi leaflets. A letter, presumab 
addressed to the Prime Minister, declared: =| 
demand that you ummediately make way for the man 
who is really fit for the position you hold.

In 
the witness box, Craven declared: “ I am an admirer 
of Hitler, and of the German peopic.” |

THE MOST URGENT TASK 
Rescuing the Children 


_ The most urgem task for the Jewish Agency 
is © save a8 soon as possible the tive thousand 
children from Europe for whom permission to 
enter Palestine has been secured, Mr. Eliahu Dob- 
kim, Director of the Jewish Agency Immigration 
Department, stated at a press conference in Tel-Aviv 
last week. 

Mr. Dobkin pointed ow that the annual maim- 
tenance cost for cach child is £100. They had, 
therefore, to raise immediately £500,000 for the 
curremt year. A special commiutiee of five, imchud- 
ing Miss Henrietta Szold and Mr. Isaac Gruen- 
baum, had been imted to make the necessary 
preparations for the immigration of the children 
and their absorption into the community. The 
children would be placed im various camps and 
would be given ap education aiming at bringing 
up a type of Jew fit for constructive work in the 
building. up of Palestine, and especially in agricul- 
jure. 

Chil@ren over 14 years old will be asked to 
decide for themselves whether or not they want 
to be brought up im accordance with religious 
traditions, while for those under 14 the choice will 
be made accosding to the religious attitude of their 
families. In cases of doubt, religious education 
will be given. 


Distribution of the Certificates 


Of the approamately 30,000 certificates which 
have so far been distributed out of the total pro- 
vided for m the White Paper, 10,000 have. deen 
given to Polish, Lithuanian, and Latvian Jews, 
5,000 to Jews from Bulgaria. 5,000 to Hungarian 
Jews, 1,000 cach to Czech, Slovakian, and Dutch 
Jews, and 500 to Beigian Jews. 

In order to supervise and speed up the salvage 
of Jews from EBurepe, two special delegates of the 
Jewish Agency have left for Stockholm and Lisbon, 
Mr. Dobkin staged.

Government Committee Makes 
Recommendations

5OO muls per month plus a further 40 
per cent (with a maximum of £P2), varying im actual 
amount with the rise and fall im the cost of living 
For married employees the Committee recommends 
an additional allowance of 10 per. cent of the basic 
salary of respect of the wile and an equal allowance 
for the first and second child under the age of 15, 
while for the third and fourth child under IS a 
turther allowance of S per cent is recommended. 
The wages of those carning more than £P10, 500 
mils a month are to be increased by 100 per cent. 
plus a further 40 per cent varying with the rise and 
fall of the index figure :

Junior Ciwit Servants’ Award 


The Government's report on the payment of loca! 
allowanhees in addition to existing cost-of-living 
allowances for Civil Servants, was recently pub- 
lished. it provided for increases, reports Palcor, of 
from 5s. to £2 per month, the awards being retro- 
active from October 1, 1942. | 

The acceptance under protest of this Offer of 
revised cost-of-living allowances, which were 
declared to be inadequate, was decided upon at a 
conference of the Association of Junior Civil Ser- 
vants, (It will be recalled that the junior grades in 
the Civil Service recently staged a “ no-shaving ” 
and “ no-lppstick”™ strike.) 

The conference displayed a remarkable degree 
of co-operation between Jews, Mosiems, and Chris- 
tian Arabs. An instance of this co-operation was 
seen in the attitude of the Tel-Aviv delegavon, which 
declared that they must reject discriminatory local 
allowances giving them more pay than their col- 
leagues in Jafla, while the Jaffa deputation urged the 
carrying on of the good work of pressing for decent 
living conditions sponsored by the Histadrut.

NEW INCOME TAX IN FORCE

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A HUNDRED MILLION . 
PROBLEM 


BY its special article on the refugee problem last Saturday, 
as well as by the editorial comments that accompanied it, 


Twe Tees has done a valuable service in calling gencrad , 


attention to the gravity of this question, of the sheer magni- 


tude of which public opinion has, it may truly be said, 


only the faintest conception. Compared with it all the 


problems of fine New Orders with which people's minds 


are just now so busy seefi simple of solution. In the 
absence of a sound answer to it all the happy and ambitious 
schemes are doomed to failure. Only one figure need be 
cited. The writer of the article calculates thal there must 
already be at least 100,000,000 refugees—defined as per- 
sins separated unwillingly from their countries or homes 
and for the time being unable to return to them—scattered 
over the fate of the earth. Whele populations have been 
torn from their native soi and flung hither and thither some- 
times tO meet pressing needs, sometimes merely at the whim 
of a demoniac dictator. Many have fled from country to 
country before the advancing tides of aggression. Most 
have been despoiled and beggared. Nearly all of them face 
an inscrutable futyye 

Given an Allied victory. however. great numbers will 
return to their countries cf origin, and the problem that 
will then have to be solved will be one of remstating them 
in their normal lives, ‘But for many others, and for many 
‘Jews, in particular, there will be no return. They will 
shrink from re-entering territory whose populations have 
been pomsoned by racial hate propaganda, a poison against 
which treaty guarantees will be no more effective than the 
paper they dre written on. . These unhappy people are 
described as, in the international sense, the refugees proper. 
For practical purposes they are stateless, since they have no 
Government to look after their interests. "What is to be 
done about them, and what place, if any, is to be found 
‘for them in the brave new world? Our contemporary 
has a ready and almost casy answer to these questions. The 
roots of the refugee problem, it holds, are mextricably 
intertwined with economic polity. Everything turns on 
the question whether the Governments of the high stapdard 
countries boldly embark, after the war, *on policies of 
expansion and full employment or whether they revert 
once more to the vain altempt, ultimately fatal to them- 
scives as well as to others, to protect their standard of 
living by policies of restriction and exclusion. . If the latter 


course should be taken, then the problem of the unwanted 


refugee will 
prejudice 


assume tragk proportions; national and racial 
will sweep like a plague even over countries 
hitherto free from its more serious manifestations. But if 
the former alternative prevails, then-—so THe Times argues 

the rising demand for labour and skill will readily and 
cagerly absorb as great a number of refugees as are. likely 
io be available, without friction and to general advantage. 

With all deference to our contemporary, is not this 
analysis a serious over-simplhification of the problem and 
a serious misreading both of history and of human rela- 
_bonships as they really are and. must remain until man 
in the mass is far better educated ethically, spiritually, and 
politically? The basic mistake in such an explanation is that 
# over-stresses the economic factor and understates the 
many others involved. The assumption that all will be 


well for the refugees if full employment prevails takes no 


account of that pecuhiarity.of human nature which seems 
fairly constantly t6 want to keep aliens out. In the rationali- 
sation of this “want” we aretold, in times of full employment, 
that the alhen must Stay out just because such agree- 
able labour ‘conditions exist, and in order not to endanger 
their contmmmance, It is pertinent to recall that this reaction 
was fairly recently witnessed in tthe United States, where, 
at a time of national prosperity following the last war, the 
rigid and almost excyssive immigration quotas were 
imposed. Much, indeed, of the same “arms length” 
attitude has characterised the policies of our own 


‘Dominions, and the explanation is to be found to a much 


greater degree than seems to be postulated in the inherent 
dislike of the foreigner —his ways, his culture,-and the 

mere fact that he “ does not belong” and is therefore an 
interloper-—than in the number of jobs that are available. 
, Any refugee policy that fails to base its calculations upon 
"this sad but irrefragable truth is, in fact, only a bid for 
failure. It cam but pile up fresh loads of trouble for the 
future to carry. And all this, let us remember, is_ the 


problem of prosperous times. Thai of slump conditions _ 
needs no stressing. 

We must, im the handling of the refugees, not merely

optimists’ dream. This can only mean 

the provision of a place where neither xenophobia nor 
mere narrow selfishness could impair the permagence of 
any liberal solution of the largest and most intractable part 
of the refugee problem, that is to say of the Jewish refugee 
. And in terms of practical realism that place 

can only be Palestine. The writer of THe Times article 


moves towards an appreciation of this fact when he. 


observes that the real problem will not be solved until 
permanent homtes have been found for refugees unwilling 
of unable to return to their place of origitmand a nation- 
ality given to them. He calls this the fundamental problem 
of the refugee: “to bring hig refugee status to an end by 
making him a full citizen of some State.” It is important 
to pause and.to consider that phrase: “a ful? citizen of 
some State.” If it is given its precise and accurate meaning 
then the truth of the contention is beyond question. But 
the mere conferring of legal citizenship which can be with- 
drawn in a moment, as recent history has shown, does not 
provide the definition required. It was Herz] who warned 
us ndt to take Jews from lands where they have been perse- 
cuted and transfer them to lands where they will be perse- 
cuted. The refugee, if he is to cease to be a refugee, must 
be allowed to become “a full citizen of some State,” not 
only in the letter but in the spirit. 

There, in a nutshell, is the admission of the whole 
Zionist case. Yet, nowhere does the writer of the article 
even mention Palestine, while THe Times’ editorial refer- 
ence does so but once, and then only to speak of ~“ the 


’ sterile and unsatisfactory policy of struggling to establish 


in Palestine or Africa or Brazil refugees whom they 
exclude from their own territories.” How, in face of the 
well-known facts about the solid and eminently successful 
results that have accrued in Palestine to all parties, Includ- 
ing the Arabs and the Allies, from the admission of 
refugees since the Hitlerist regime, this immigration can be 
described as “sterile” it is indeed difficult to understand. 

These articles are, nevertheless, of very considerable 
value. They do present the refugee problem in all its 
ominous. vastness and with all its fateful consequences, 
good or iil, for all the nations of the world. And they do, 
by inference, pose a vital consequential question: can the 
satisfactory solution of this grave and world- wide diffi- 
culty be allowed to depend on ‘x foibles of a few hundred 
thousand Arabs-——members of a race gorged with territories 
of their own, enjoying no sovereign position in Palestine, 
and indifferent to such position until a number of self- 
seeking agitators supported by the Axis enemies got to 
work among them—on whether the Arabs dislike or like to 
have Jews as neighbours? To this question common sense 
and décéncy have only one answer. An Arab parish pump 
cannot control the new world order. The Jew must have 


. the same right to return to a home of his own as the fugitive 


Dutchman or Pole, Belgian or Norwegian. Not until then 
will his refugee status really be brought to an end, and the 
ancient and hitherto intractable world-curse tinplied in that 
phrase be on the way to removal. Not ull then will the 

nations be freed of this pernicious and exasperating problem, 
to pursue with sOme hope of syccess the humane and peace- 
ful purposes which our contemporary, in sympathy with all 
that is best in -the United Nations, has so ardently and 
honourably at heart. 


PROTECTION FOR. COMMUNITIES 


Any who may still harbour lingering doubts concerning the 
spread of anti-Jewish sentiment in this country should ponder 
carefully the letter from Rabbi Dr, Salis Daiches, priraed in 
Daiches is no scaremonger given to undue 
alarms but a sober-minded, experienced, and objective reader 
of the signs of the times. How well organised is the anti- 
Jewish propaganda, he tells us, can be gauged from. the, fact 
that as soon as a letter appears in the press, or even an articic 
in a professional magazine, in defence of the Jew, the writer 
receives the attention of anonymous correspondents who call 
u him to recant and overwhelm him with their stock of anti- 
Semitic slogans of the true Nazi type: “ There is evidently 
nothing to prevent the post office carrying this obscene litera- 
ture, and the authorities do not feel called upon to inquire 
into the origin of these outrageous mussives.” Ht is Dr. 
Daiches’ considered belief that there is only one way of check- 
ing the progress of anti-Semitism in this country in present 
conditions: by means of legislation. Nothing that voluntary 
effort can do, he is convinced, will stop the flow of anti-Jewish 
poison directed to the creation of hatred and contempt for the 
Jewish population. To this conclusion very many besides Dr. 
Daiches are now being irresistibly driven, not alone to protect 
the Jews, but to save the State from the horrible cult-hatred 
which is threatening the Christian standards as. “well as the 
security of the population. 


LAW AND LIBERTY 


Tyis question of communal defamation or libel has, no 
doubt, often been considered and a law to prohibit mt has been 
usually discouraged either on legal points or because it was 
argued that it might be impracticable in application without 
prejudicing the rights of free expression of opinion. Mr. 
Justice Luxmoore, adopting for the purpose of modern applica- 
tion an old definition of defamation, described it as “a false 
statement to a man’s discredit.” This definition was established 
in applying the jaw of libel. But that law affords practically no 
protection to a group of persons, though it sustains—sometimes 
with a zeal that is open to abuse—the individual against 
attacks of this kind. If a speaker or writer asserts that there

FREE SPEECH 


Is point of fact the question of free speech does 
not enter into the matter. The only gitestion that would arise 
is whether the allegation was, in fact, false and of a kind to 
arouse hatred against a racial or religious group. Of its 
falsity the public declarations of the Prime Mimister and the 
War Secretary leave no possible room for doubt. The same 
line of argument holds good in the case of the spreading of 
the wanton lie that the Jews caused the recent shelter disaster: 
a scurrilous slander that mysteriously ran like wildfire all over 
the country and of which the last has probably not yet been 
heard despite its complete refutation by the official inquiry. 
In both instances the statement was “false™ and to every 
Jew’s “ discredit” (and danger). In both, the truth has been 
publicly proclaimed. In any prosecution for the flouting of 
the truth no right of liberty of expression would be involved. 
The only right denied would be the right to lie and lie“ and 
fie with the object of arousing racial rancour and, in many 
instances, of undermining the national unity in the face of the 
enemy. The real danger to freedom in the expression of opimion 
lies in its Outrageous abuse. Our democratic imstitutions 
badly need to be protected by curbing such licence. “ Were 
the allegations corre Were they uttered to enligiten 
the hearer or to poison his mind against each and every 
member of a whole community?’ These are tests capable of 
In the interests of the nation, 
the sooner they are invoked iM better. At all events the time 
ts overdue for the Government seriously to reconsider the 
liberties claimed to traduce a people at will under the farcical 
pretence of democratic freedom. The Weimar Republic 
allowed finnicking and unrealistic legalism to tie its hands in 
dealing with the Nazis. And the Nazis blatantly boasted of 
exploiting the Republic's respect for liberty so as to destroy it. The

Every schoolboy knows what happened 
to Weimar—and then to the world. Perhaps the realities and 
the true logic of the situation. will dawn one day on.

THE CULT OF THE SMALL FAMILY 

THost who may have felt reassured by 
favourable birth-rate figures for England and Wales announced 
in the Registrar-General’s recent returns will expenence a cold 
douche from an article on the subject published in Tuesday's 


-Times, proving that while during the last ten or twelve years 


the number of births has remained stable, marital fertility has 
in fact continued its déwnward trend. The problem of the 
falling birth-rate remains one of ,the gravest and most 
far-reaching in its consequences with which the return to peace 
conditions will confront provident statesnfanship, and this the 
Prime Minister, in his. latest broadcast, emphasised by his 
pointed references to the qucstion. There is a curjous tendency 
in some quarters tO suppose that only among Jews does the 
probiem not exist. This was exemplified lately by the state- 
ment of a certain clerical speaker—not made in any anti- 
Jewish spirit-——that if. the. present trend should persist, the time 
wopid come when this country would be peopled only by 
“Jews and people from abroad.” Such predictions, of course, 
represent Only the survival of a belief in the exceptional natural 
increase among Jews, a belief which, long hefore the war, had in 
most places lost any .credibility it may ever have deserved. 
Already, mm fact, the smatl-family obsession had taken firm 
hoid of many Jewries. Of this, German Jews, for instance, 
were a conspicuous example and, if Hitler -had not been in a 
hurry to destroy them, they would, by now, wnder the influence 
of the birth-rate decline, assisted by other causes. 
far to destroving therhselves 


THE ESSENCE OF THE PROBLEM 


HERE, in this country,.the same trend has become more and 
more noticeable among the Jewish population.

occasions, are, tenderly preserved, and religion would lose much 
of. its precious content were there no children to be taught its 
tenets. “ Taharat hamishpacha “-——the purity of the family— 
is the reigning principle, beneficent and all-pervasive. In such 
families there has not been the same selfish urge to limit fresh 
lives, or reject them altogether, that now threatens to wither 
civilisation over great areas of God's earth.

Questions Jewish Children Ask 


Dr. Nathan Morris, Education Officer of the Joint 
Emergency Committee, who said that he had just 
concluded a tou: of inspection of secondary schools 
in reception areas. described the reaction of the 
boys and girls to present-day, problems.

TUNISIAN ENCOUNTER 
Jewish Community and their “ Inglis” 
Liberators 


A British Jewish soldier's unexpected meeting with 
a littl Jewish community in a Tunisian town 1s 
described in a letter home by Rim. Lewis HM. Martin, 
King's Royal Rifle Corps, of London. 

“ ¢ had gone mtd the next little town,” he writes, 
to buy some Dread _ It an Arab town, the 
last place | imagined I would mect Jewish people. 
To my astonishment came across a Jewish -conm- 
munity there. Actually | was bargaining over the 
price of the bread, and the barefooted kiddie who 
was selling it said something in Hébrew, which | 
happened to understand, and imagine my surprise 
too. So L answered in Hebrew, and you should have 
seen the result... As soon as the youngster had got 
over his meredulity and found | was a Hebrew, he 
had got half the village round me and carted me 
along to see the Shool and the Sefer Forah, etc. They 
made mé promise to come.to shool on t hg following 
Sabbath before | was able to. go back. — 

“For: Sabbath [ got permission from the Sgt. 
Mayor and took two other fcllows along as well 
We got to Shool nice and early. What a stir we 
caused! The. best tallesim and siddurim were 
brought, and when it was over we were overwhelmed 
with ‘snaloms. They were kissing our bands and 
it seemed couldn't do enough for us, as we were 
actually * Inglis '. Jews, and hadn't we freed them 
from the Germans and Italians? The children— 
lovely. kids, too-—swarmed around us. They're-all 
im Arab clothes... .the whole Jewish quarter 
looked a Biblical scene, 

We went to the Rabbi's house for Kiddush, 
though everyone was inviting Us. 1 found it was a 
very Selardi Community. You would 
love to have seen just how * froom.” even to the 
smaliest child. The dinner they gave. us, though. 
was typically Eastern, full of spices and what- not, 
but. enjoyed it immensely.” 

Worth Fighting For 

Another Jewish soldier, Sapper J. Vellins (Velin- 
sky), of Leeds, writing home recently: to 
describe the recent big Synagogue parade in Tripol: 
(reported in THe JewisH Curonicie), when over 
a thousand Jewish troops marched to the service. 
referred also to the local Jews, who live im a ghetto. 
“ The stories they told us,” he says, “ made us glad 
we are here to liberate them from a bondage every 
bit as bad as in Germany. Some of the tales are 
unprintable. They have suffered plenty, but, as their 
President said, one thing kept them going—their 
faith, as it has kept the Jews going for Centuries. 
And it has now been proved that it 1s a very potent 
force. 

“ The women up in the Synagogue gallery 
reminded me of my own Synagogue in Wintown 
Street when jhe * Rov ° is speaking and it is packed. 
Most of the women and girls were crying at the 
service—they’. were. just realisirig that their own 
people were among them to protect them and they 
were free people again. I never realised the trie 
meaning of freedom ull now, but it’s worth fighting 
for!

The Position of Prof. Brodetsky 
HIS VIEWS BRIEFLY STATED 


When a report of the mecting of Northern 
Deputies address¢d by Professor Brodetsky (Presi- 
dent of the Deputies) in Glasgow was published in 
our last issue, limitations of space prevented our 
publishing more than the gist of his remarks. The 
whole report occupied a column, and there were a 
number of other os In response to a com- 
plaint from Prof. Brodetsky that the report did not 
adequately convey to the Jewish public his position 
in the very serious matter of the relationship of the 
Deputies to the World Jewish Congress, we print in 
full the followme version of Prof. Brodetsky’s 
Speech with which he has very kindly provided us: 

There has been some discussion recently concerning the 
World Jewish Congress and some comment upon my being 
associated with it as one of the Vice-Presidents of the British 
Section. As there is much misunderstanding on this matter 
I shall formulate briefly and clearly what my view is con- 
cerning it 

In my opihion there 1s urgent need for a body representing 
‘the umted endeavour of Jews in different countries to cxipress 
their views coneerning Jewish problems in certain countries. 
1 do not believe that thie is inconsistent with our being 
patriotec citizens of different lands, for in fact co-operation 
by Jewish bodies in different countries for such purposes 
has been carried Oyt for many years 

In some countries Jews have very little prospect of de- 
fending their interests without the sapport of the important 
Jewish communities from outside. The important feature 
of the work of the Joint Foreign Committee and one of the 
glorious traditions ef the Anglo-Jewish Community is that 
the Jews of this country have for many generations played 
an important part in defending the interests of Jews in other 
lands.« That these interests will be best supported by 
collaboration on the part of the various Jewih Communities 
seems (tO Me obvious, and this is why | am in favour of a 
World Jewrsh Congress 

The greatest criticiam of the World Jewish Congress is 
that pame inyplies that it represets the Jews of the wor'd, 
whereas in fact no such representation exists or would be 
casy arrange, This a fair criticiem, but in practical 
life such things are rarely exactly true. In any case it would 
be idle to attempt to ignore the existence of a body itke the 
so-called World Jewish Congress which does.in fact re- 
presem® important lewish communities in twenty or thirty 
countres and has contact with many governments 

The manner of work of the World Jewish Congress and 
of the British Section has been criticised Where their 
work affects Brifish Jewry 't have done my best to remove 
the bad effects of each action 

In regard to the relations between different organisations 
there are two main tines of action. The first i that cach 
organisation consuders it its function to separate itsel from 
and th oppose other bodies. The second lime rm that of 
geting con witation and i possible common action cof 
as many bodres at possible so a6 to get the most useful 
collective results. My point of view ia the second : 1 beheve 
in collective Jewish work rather than iw organisatidnal 
separatnim 

This is why Tam so keen on the work of the Consultatrve 
Committee recenth. established to deal with the tragx 
position of the Jews im Europe, so that as much as possibile 
may be done in order to produce co-ordination in the work 
of the Jou PForeen Committee and other bodies hke the 
World Jewish Congress, the Jewish Agency, and the Agudah, 
each an mternational Jewish body with is special positwn 
in Jewish life 

But while | see no reason why | should not be as-ociated 
with the World Jewish Congress | entirely agree with those 
who beheve that the preservation of the status and powers 
of British Jewry is of the greatest importance. This i not 
merciy loyalty to the Board of Deputies, although as Pres:- 
dent of the Board I thiak I can claim to have done everything 
within my power in order to preserve the status and powe#rs 
of the representative body of the Anglo-Jewirh Community 
But apart from this there is also lovaliv to Jewrssh mterests 
as a whole. | believe that it is of the greatest importance for 
the Jewish people that any power of representatian that 
Jewish bodies. may. have in cormnection with any important 
government should be preserved as being of vital importance 
tw Jews. The Board of Deputies and its representative, the 
Foren Committee, have enjoyed the advantage of 
accessibility to the British Government and the power of 
representation to the Government on matters affecting Jews 
imside and particularly outside thie Any inter- 
ference with this power would mean the diminution of the 
power? of British Jewry 40 act on behalf of lews and would 
be a crime against Jewish interests 

There must therefore be some understanding about the 
work of the different bodies, and if seems to me that the 
correct thinggt do wior the Commettec and 
the British Séction of the World Jewish Congress to jon im 
discussion in order to chminate any dangers 

I am agaist the handing over of any functions of the 
Anglo-Jewish community to some other. bedy, because 
it would be disastrous to Jewish interests if the British 
Governmem, or Parliament, or British public hfe obtained 
the impression that the opinions of British Jews were given 
by a beady sittihe in New York or. anywhere else outside 
this country. British Jewry itself must function directly 

The World Jewish Congress. therefore can have fo right 
to carry Oul acts im 4his country in any sphere which may 
be interpreted as being on behalf of Anglo-Jewry Any 
approach to the Britnsh Government: to Parliament, or to 
British public opinion. should be carried out by the Board 
and the Joim PForeien Committee. The British Section of 
the World Jewnh Congress must therefore recognise the 
Board of Deputies as the representative institution of British 
Jewry and the Joint Foreign Committee as its representative 
in foreign affairs 

On the other hand | think that we should recognise the 
British Section as the representative in Great Britain of 
the Executive of the World Jewish Congress which functions 
im America, so that the World Jewish Congress may have 
in the British Section the means of easy approach to govern- 
ments that are conveniently spoken to in this country. . The 
difficult question arises whether the British Section should 
have branches in this country | cannot see how anvbody 
can oppose the eximience of branches whose purpose to 
represent the principle of the. World Jewish Congress and 
to aim at ius. strengthening. In a free country hke ours 
everyone can assert views with compicte freedom. for of 
against the World Jewish Congress, and we can, singly or 
in groups, support this or any other organisation er oppose 
it. But « seems to me that it is important that the British 
Section of the World Jewish Congress shall not claim to 
represent the views of its branches, but only of this Executive 
body ; this 1 essential in order to make sure that the status 
and power of Brituwh Jewry im making representation to 
the Brith Government, Parhament. etc... shall not be 
weakened by the British Section claiming to express the view 
of a section of dews in this country | 

[he position of the Board of Deputies is unique in Jewish 
ufe. There is no other great Jewish Community with «@ 
central institution like the Board of Deputies in which all 
Jews in the country can be and in most cases are represented. 
Although some people attack the representation on the 
ground that « conssts mainly of Synagogues But. con- 
siderable progress has been made recently to get the represen- 
tation 10 be as wide as possible. There can surely be no 
juarantee of the status and power of the Anglo- 
Jewish Community than the existence of such a body. A 
Jewish view given to the Government from such an ail- 
inclusive body is vastly more important than that of only 
@ section of the Community. l am sure that many of our 
opponents would be glad to sce the divesion of the com- 
munity mto

They are suffering martyr- 
dom. They are fulfilling the last and highest Jewish 
act known as Kiddush-haShem, the an | of 
the Divine Name. Every good Act, every firm 
resolve, every sacrifice for goodness and truth, every 
heroic deed is a Kiddush-haShem. Martyrdom, 
death for the Cause, is the truest possible sanctifica- 
tion of the Name of God. It is the final proof of 
the Jew's faith it is the last offering he can bring 
of his unconquerable belief in the God of his fathers. 
“ Ye are my witnesses.” Death is the final and 
most conmiplete witnessing for God. The great and 
clear demand upon the Jew to love God and to keep 
His commands. is greater than life. It cannot be 
whotly fulfilled even in the longest life. ‘It passes 
over into the life to come ¢ martyr shows 
through his martyrdom the eterna! value of his soul. 
In the face of death he chooses the will of God, and 
through death he chooses life. An old Rabbinic 
saying tells us that man creates himself anew 


through death. He gives up his sou! to the Sanctifica- 


tion of the Name, and through his supreme sacrifice 
he gains immortality for himself and for the Cause 
for which he suffers 

This is the Jewish teaching about martyrdom. But 
before the martyrdom. of death comes the marttyr- 
dom of life. Are there many of our brethren, then, 
in Europe to-day who are not martyrs--whether in 
death or in life’ Not the fate,.but actually the task 
of the Jew is, in Dr. Baeck’s fine words, “ to be 
oppressed and persecuted for the sake of truth, and, 
what hurts even more. to be ridiculed for the sake 
of truth, to appear a fool and a madman in the cyes 
of men, to be to them a mockery and a derision for 
the sake of God Will some say that this ts makin 
a virtue of necessity, and that the Jew transfigure 
with a lofty purpose what he could not help? No; 
that is a libel-upon Jewish history. For the whole 
of Jewish life has canal mia that there is no real 
progress without suffering, because only through 
sorrow and pain could he gain. glory and 
immortality 


r it true that it requires a greater courage to face 
life than death? it is difficult for us to imagine 
this, but it is indeed probably true; otherwise fero- 
jem would not exist, and we know that tt assuredly 
does exist. Is not life itself to many thousands of 
German, Polish, and Russian Jews a living death, 
an individual torturing of human souls, a drawn-out 
heroism for which nothing in thrs world can com 
pensate them? But the life and dea.h and agony of 


these our brethren is the soil out of which we are con- | 


fident that a mew cra will arise for the Jewish people 
and for the world. Otherwise “there can be no 
justice ahd certainly no purpose in therr unreheved 
tragedy ; and this no true Jew can possibly believe. 
Now the greatést things about Judaism are not 
those which are peculiar to the “Jew or to his race 
or his faith, They are those that are Universal—in 
character ifhot in form. The martyrdom of Israel 
is being matched day by day by those who are taking 
part in the tremendous struggic now going on 
throughout the world. Never a day goes by without 
some fresh exampie of heroic sacrifice. unbclievable 
endurance, miraculous courage being unfoided for 
our wonder and admiration But the hardest part 
of Jewish martyrdom ix not merely that the fighters 
in the battle of humanity suffer and dic unknown 
and unsung, but that no guarantee has yet been 
devised by the nations that the terrible drama. will 
come to an end. The-United4Nations have declared 
their intention of making it impossible in the post- 
war world. Will they succeed? Will the Jew him- 
self prdve worthy of a new opportunity, a new lease 
of life among the nations, and in his own land? 


|* this country of order, justice, and liberty, we 
stand afar off from even the least of the terrible 
experiences of our brethren. We Know nothing of 
the call, the impulse to martyrdom. ‘We are asked 
only to live, not to die, for the Cause of humanity. 
To live im accordance with the demand to do all 
things leShem Shamaynn, to the glory o 
not mean for us to endure terture and death for the 
future of our people and for the love of God So 
little is demanded of us. Beside the suffcrings of 
our brethren in Europe, the worst of our djscom- 
forts are as nothing; beside the heroic acts of our 
sailors and soldiers and aifmen and workers, they 
are hardly to be counted. 

To realise something of what this means is surely 


to stir us all to greater efforts; to deeper loyalty, to 


t. ver love for our people and for the ideals embodied 
by their life and death. The old Rabbis are calling 
to us: "the age-old voice of israci bids us fit our- 
selves 10 be once again the instruments of justice 
and lovingkindness and freedom, as our fathers were 
Nay, the voice of a hundred thousand tortured souls 
of this generation of children of Israel cry out to 
us ‘to proclaim the purpose for which they are 
suffering. It is not a purpose peculiar to Israel 
to-day, as it once was; it is an aim in which many 
peoples throughout the world have joined us: the 
liberating of all humanity in the name of the living 
God. But. though we share the task with others, it 
is still for us to lead the way. It is only by fitting 
ourselves to hold the banner aloft that we can 
vindicate the martyrs of our race. 


THE BERMUDA CONFERENCE

refugees in Bermuda will be announced shortly, it 
was stated by Mr Cordell Hull,:U.S.A. Secretary of 
State, at a press conference tast week. 

The Governments of the U.S.A and Britain were 
in close touch with countries which were a potential 
haven for refugees especially with Latin-American 
countries. he declared. Every effort was being made 
to ascertain which countries were willing to accept 
refugees on satisfactory terms. [A statement made 
by Mr. Eden, in Parhament, is given on page 5.]

TEN YEARS OF NAZISM 
Refugees Bring Aid to Alnes 


April 1, 1933—" Boycott Day ™ in Nazi Germany, 
when Hitler made his first concerted drive against 
the Jews—was recalled last week by a large gathering 
of his victims who have now found a new home im 
Britain. The Association of Jewish Refugees in 
Britain, commemorating the tenth anniversary of 
the boycott at Conway Hall, W.C.1, last week 
expressed its determination to aid to the utmost the 
Allied struggle against Nazism. 

“ Thr out these fateful ten years,” declared 
a message from the Cinef Rabbi (who was unable to 
attend), “ 1 have ever proclaimed that the assault 
on German Jewry was an assault on the founda- 
tions of civilised society. I have preached to Jews 
and non-Jews alike the duty of the utmost help to 
the victims, coupled with the solemn resolve of 
complete rehabilitation. My message to your meet- 
ing ts Chazak V'ematz. Continue to be strong and 
of good courage and pray for the speedy victory of 
the forces of freedom ° 

Or. Kurt Alexander described April 1, 1933. as 
the first successful attempt of the Nazis to enforce 
their lawlessness in their own country and throm 
out the world. They also applied for the first time 
their technique of representing the attacked and 
injured as the attackers 

Mr. Otto M. Schiff C.B.E. (Chairman ot the 
Jewish Refugee Committee), said he was proud to 
have been able to help their unfortunate fellow- 
Jews in Germany When he and a few others, 
including Mr, Neville Laski, started the relief work 
after the arrival of the first refugees, they were 
backed up at once by all leaders of the Anglo-Jewrsh 
community. He told how the number of refurees 
coming to Britain grew, the number being nothing 
compared with the cry for help which came from 
the victims after the infamous November 9, when 
every Jew in Germany realised that there was no 
future for him 

He paid particular tribute to the then Home 
Secretary, Sir Samuel Hoare, whom he had 
approached on frequent occasions and who had 
shown himself to be most sympathetic. Thanks to 
Sir Samuel many lives were saved. Speaking of the 
internment period, he also recalled that the intern- 
ment of refugees was fought bY Englishmen together 
with Anglo-Jewry in a spirit of humanity and under- 
standing. 


in the Forces and Industry 


To-day, he said, only 300 refugees were still 
interned, Including a large number of men who 
were reported to have joined the army m Austraha, 
not less than 6,500 refugees had joined the Forces. 
This was a large proportion, considering that there 
were only between 50,000 and 60,000 Jewrsh refugecs 
in this country including a high percentage of oid 

opie and children. And many ot those who came 
hare as children were now coming forward as they 
reached the joining up age. The refugees were also 
working in industry and science, and tt. was hoped 
that many of them would be mm a position to give 
their services to Britain after the war also. Others 
who came on transit would proceed to their ultimate 
destination. The time may be not far off, Mr. Schiff 
concluded. when refugees will cease to be refugecs 
and become citizens in one country or another. Af 
the present time the Central Office at Bloomsbury 
House. was preparing lists of all refugees: who had 
started industries in Britain, and they hoped, with the 


co-operation. of the Society for the. Promotion of 


Learning, to obtain the names of refugees who had 
become promiment in science, literature, research 
work, and so on. They wanted to show the world 
that the Jews, like the Huguenots, were not a burden 
to this country, but’ an asset. 

Vr. A. P. Michaclis expressed the gratitude of 
the refugees to Britain and said they would never 
forget that England was the first country to protest 
against the bappenings of 1933 at that memorabic 
meeting at the Albert Hall.. He quoted man 
cxamptles of how the refugees had taken part in alt 
branches of the war effort. Hundreds of thousands, 

‘rhaps millions of Jews, had died tecause they 
were Jews: It was not only worth while to die for 
Judaism, but to live and to fight for it 

Vr. Adolph Schoyer, Chairman of the Associa- 
tion of Refugees, who presided, said that the April 
boycott had been the turning point in. the life of 
German Jewry. Jewish refugees. owed a great debt 
of gratitude to those.who had assisied.in bringing 
rciugees over to Brijain and helping them to rebuild 
their shattered lives: .

UALITY of educational opportunity is to-day 
an accepted aim for post-war society. The 
Prime Minister has himself declared that after 
victory has been won, every child in this country 
must receive the education he deserves, irrespective 
of the financial position of his parents. But many 
educationists also hold that the system of diverse 


‘and varied educational establishments which have 


more or less “ happened “ in this country is valuable 


sand shoyld not arbitrarily be abandoned for some 


regimented system. 
So the cardinalgpoint still remains as to which 

children shall go to which school, 

is decided in the case of a relatively smal! number 


- by the scholarship examinations. held when children 


are approximately eleven years old. Those that pass 
this examination, and whose parents agrec, are trans- 
ferred to secondary schools, where they receive a 
more varied and academic education than do the 
senior children in ‘elementary schools. In recent 
years the scholarship system has been greaily 
improved and a considerable amount of attention 1s 
now given (especially in large towns) to the per- 
sonal interview with the child which. follows the 
written examination. 

But there are many reasons why the system of 
examination for young ghildren is not as effective 
as it might be, As it works at present, i often admits 
into secondary schools children who tail to profit 
by the opportunities afforded, and, what 1s far more 
scrious, it deprives many potentially intellectual 
boys and girls of the sort of education that would 
enable them to make valuable contributions to 
society. It has been observed by experts that often 
the children who obtain the highest marks tn their 
examinations, are the soonest to fail to absorb higher 
education. and that on the other hand some of those 
who just scrape through goon from strength to 
strength Yn the upper forms. 

Inadequate Fxamination 


Children’s minds do not develop at a set rate. 
Moreover. the type of mstruciion which aims al 
making them proficient in memorising strings of 
often irrelevant facts takes no account whatsoever 
of the imaginative and reasoning functions of ther 
brains, which often. do not begin to develop until 
they have reached adolescence. Children, some- 
fimes the potentially intellectual, phantasise and 


dream. and their evidence—as most. police courts. 


have long since discovered!-—is by no means accurate 
or reliable f om adult standpoints. How’ then can 
their whole future be decided by an examination 
which is devised to elucidate only factual knowledge? 

Again, it is believed by many educationists Mat 
the carly training of the child and his environment 
before he reaches adolescence have the greatest 
influence cither for good .or bad on his mental and 
moral development. So it is just at the critical 
period when, according to many who have studied 
the matter, he should unconsciously be absorbing 
the settled atmosphere of the school community ot 
which he is part, that the disturbing and irritating 
process Of examination is thrast upon him, with a 


career. Would it not be better 


At present this 


assuming that our 
present system of allowing all kinds of schools to 
exist is to be continued, to make the choice of them 
a matter for the parents? Obviously they could be 
guided and advised by teachers and educationa! 
psychologists, very much as they are in public 
schools, on the choice of a career, by the careers 


master. 
Unteld Sacrifices 


At present, in all classes not debarred by actua! 
poverty, this choice of school is made, and parents 
often far from wealthy have made untold sacrifices 
to enable their children to receive the sort of educa- 
tion they believed was best suited to their require- 
ments. This has been clearly demonstrated by the 
more modern sorts of schoo! which have been estah- 
lished in the last fifty years. They have necessarily 
been expensive because they were experimental, and 
they have attracted not the rich or the fashionable 
but those who fervently believed in the principles 
upon which they were run, 

To make possible this same freedom of choice 
now and to free parents at the same time from the 
corroding thought of “ Can we afford would 
simply be to extend the system and would also 
strengthen the home by making it a Co-operative 
factor in the child's education. 

Briefly, -the new educational system should 
climinate two bars to progress: that of academic 
examination of young children and that of financial 
inability to send children to the sort of schoo! of 
which the parents approve. Included in this latier 
item is the question also of denominational schools. 
which would receive the children of parents who 
wished them to be trained in the religious principle: 
they themselves believed in, and. thus a serious 
source of scepticism and irreligion could be elimun- 
ated. Jewish parents who want. Jewish schools ° 
would have new reason for encouraging those esiab- 
lishments.

Raisin Wine (by request) 


Curt in halves 2 fb. raisins, put m a saucepan 
with 3 quarts cold water, and boil slowly until 4 of 
the water has evaporated. When cold strain through 
mushin. 


If additional sweetness and flavour are required 
add a little sugar and cinnamon before boiling. 


Matzo Kleis 


Use these not only in your soup but also in your 
stews to cke out the meat ration. See that the gravy
